I.  Program Description:
Mississippi is blessed with abundant natural resources.  These resources include over 19.6 million acres of forest land;
14,000 miles of streams, rivers and creeks; and abundant wildlife and fish populations.  These natural resources provide
opportunities for the state's citizens in recreation and jobs, and create over $18 billion in economic impact to the state.
Recognizing that the economy of Mississippi depends in large measure upon the development and wise use of natural
resources in the state, the Mississippi Legislature established the Forest and Wildlife Research Center (FWRC) in
1994.   Since its establishment, scientists in the FWRC have worked towards the goal of creating a sustainable natural
resource environment in Mississippi.  The FWRC provides the only program of research in Mississippi focused on
managing and utilizing the forest, wildlife, fisheries, and water resources while protecting and enhancing the natural
environment associated with these resources.  The mission of the FWRC is to foster sustainability, conservation, and
utilization of our forest products, forestry, wildlife, fisheries and water resources through the land grant mission of
teaching, research, and extension for the state and region.  The FWRC supports research that encourages the growth
and development of the forest products manufacturing industries, including furniture.  The FWRC disseminates results
of its research programs to the public and to individuals and organizations responsible for sustaining the state's natural
resources. 

Now, more than ever, Americans are conscious of the need to sustain the environment.  Rising fuel, energy, and food
costs; the uncertainty of global warming; and rising population growth and urban sprawl has brought the need for
environmental sustainability to the forefront in the minds of many.  The state of Mississippi is poised to offer solutions
to the environmental issues facing the state and nation through research in the Forest and Wildlife Research Center
(FWRC).  

Rising costs have affected everyone in Mississippi.  To combat dependency on foreign oil and thus alleviate the
financial burden for so many, scientists in the FWRC are studying the use of forest residues to create bio-oil.  While
early research for alternative fuels focused on corn and other agricultural crops as the raw material used to generate
ethanol, diversion of food crops into ethanol production has led to soaring food prices.  Woody materials from forests
offer a promising alternative.  Scientists in the FWRC are pioneers in the use of woody materials to create bio-oil and
have discovered a method to hydro-treat bio-oil to a hydrocarbon fuel.  

Fortunately, in Mississippi, the natural resource is available to lead the nation in bio-oil production.  Recent research in
the FWRC has found that there are over 3.5 million dry tons of logging residues and un-harvested first thinning-sized
materials available each year for bio-fuel raw material.  Furthermore, FWRC scientists have developed a software
program to determine where the resources are available in the state.  Scientists are working with the Mississippi
Institute for Forest Inventory to measure and monitor the state's forest resources.  Through the use of satellite imagery
and ground analysis, the software allows forest products and potential bio-fuel companies to determine the exact
economically-feasible location to place a plant or mill with the closest access to the raw materials and workers.  

Current analysis has shown that there are enough raw materials to operate eight 100 megawatt power plants for energy
or five 52-million gallon cellulosic ethanol plants for fuel.  Unlike the use of agricultural crops for ethanol production,
these materials currently have no alternative use and thus, utilizing them as bio-fuels would have few, if any, adverse
impacts on the supply of raw materials.  Furthermore, as these materials are available from acres already in timber
production, no additional land will need to be converted to timber production to achieve these levels of output.
Production of fuels and energy would not only alleviate fuel costs for Mississippians but will also provide additional
income to the 125,000 forest landowners in the state.  

These landowners provided the needed timber essential for all of the new homes being built throughout the Southeast.
To help new homes survive the southern climate, scientists in the FWRC are working on home construction practices
that will withstand high-wind events, high humidity, insects and other elements that plague the region.  Scientists in the
FWRC are building a house to demonstrate construction practices that will not only withstand the elements, but will
also use about 70% less energy and provide better indoor air quality.  

Air quality is often overlooked but has recently made headlines with the recent evacuation of the 29,000 FEMA trailers
on the Gulf Coast due to excessive formaldehyde exposure.  While formaldehyde cannot be avoided in many of the
materials found in homes, scientists in the FWRC are developing engineered wood products - particleboard and
plywood - that are formaldehyde-free.  In fact, a patent is pending on a resin developed by FWRC scientists that

produces 80 percent less formaldehyde emissions with a similar cost, strength and durability.   Scientists have also
assisted in the development of a low-cost, real time-sensor that detects formaldehyde and other chemicals in the air.
This sensor will be essential to forest products companies as they work to improve air quality.  

To increase the value of homes throughout the state and provide additional income to landowners, scientists in the
FWRC are recognized leaders in education and research on natural resource enterprises.  Through workshops and
demonstrations, landowners learn how to turn their lands into enterprises for recreational uses. These recreational uses
not only help Mississippi families achieve financial stability, they also increase property values. A recent study by
FWRC scientists found that recreational uses increased land prices by an average of $333 per acre or 36 percent of the
property value.   An additional study found that the state of Mississippi can reap the benefits of hunting, fishing and
wildlife-watching on 16th section land through natural resource-based enterprises.  FWRC scientists found that, by
managing 16th section land for timber production, counties can lease the land for hunting and fishing and generate
additional revenues.  Currently 600,000 acres of 16th section land located in 67 Mississippi counties generate more
than $45 million each year for K-12 education.   However, only 37% of this revenue is generated from hunting leases
and timber sales.  There is great potential to increase revenues to fund education by placing more land in timber
production, offering hunting leases for five years or less in duration and by offering smaller-sized leases.  

Indeed, Mississippi has abundant natural resources to meet the needs of its residents.  Mississippi's forestry and forest
products industries provide great benefits to the state and, compared to other southern states, ranks first in employment,
value of shipments, and value-added, which is a measure of the market value of goods and services produced by labor
and property.  Additionally, the forest products industry accounts for 50% of the total impacts due to food and
fiber-related production and processing and employs 8.5% of all jobs in Mississippi.  Add to that the opportunities for
hunting, fishing, and wildlife-watching, and Mississippi is in a great position to be an environmental leader among
other states. 
  
The Forest and Wildlife Research Center is committed to helping Mississippi meet the challenge.  Scientists will
continue to provide research on natural resource management and utilization practices.  Scientists in the FWRC will
continue to study the impact of new technology on the long-term viability of forests, wildlife, fisheries, and water
resources and the interrelationship between those aspects of environmental quality associated with the state's forest and
water resources.  Through science-based research, the FWRC will sustain, conserve, and utilize the state's forest
products, forest, wildlife, fisheries and water resources for the social and economic betterment of all Mississippians.
FWRC will continue to be relevant and proactive in developing new technologies to advance the economic wealth,
environmental sustainability, and improved quality of life associated with natural resources of the state.   Finally,
FWRC scientists will continue to be good stewards of the funding, opportunities and responsibilities given by the state.

III.  Current program activities as supported by the funding in Columns 6-15 (FY 10 Estimated & FY 11 Increase/Decrease

Justification for Core Operations and Initiatives  -  Requested $140,668

Graduate education is a vital component of any university research program.  With the retirement of baby boomers and
technological advances, careers in natural resources are abundant for individuals with advanced degrees.  The FWRC
has a strong graduate program in forestry, forest products, wildlife, and fisheries.  In fact, the FWRC has appropriated
state funds over the last three years to fund twelve doctoral graduate assistantships.  However, additional funds are
needed to fund master's assistantships and additional doctoral assistantships.  Also, joint degree programs with
Tuskegee University, Alcorn University, and Alabama A & M are targeting students for graduate programs.  The
FWRC uses state funds to match extramural and federal funds to support graduate education.    FWRC faculty and
administration are committed to providing graduate students to meet societal needs but additional funding is needed.
Graduate education is needed in six broad areas including: 

*  Measuring and monitoring natural resources through spatial technology - Spatial technologies are used to inventory
and monitor forest resources throughout the state.  These technologies allow companies to determine the exact
economically-feasible location to place a plant or mill with the closest access to the raw materials and workforce.
Spatial technologies also allow for management of the resource to preserve and enhance wildlife and their habitats.

(D) Core Operations/Initiative:
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* Housing, Furniture and Wood Durability - The Southern Climatic Housing Research Center demonstrates energy
efficiency, durability, and improved air quality.  The Forest and Wildlife Research Center is also a leader in furniture
research which increases the global competitiveness of the state's manufacturers.  

*  Natural Resources-Based Economics and Enterprises - The FWRC serves as a hub in the region for economic
analysis on natural resource activities from forest industries to recreational opportunities.  Natural Resource Enterprises
provides research and training to landowners on methods to improve wildlife habitat while increasing income through
fee-based recreational opportunities. 

*  Alternative Energy - Scientists in the FWRC are pioneers in the use of woody materials to create bio-oil and have
discovered a method to hydro-treat bio-oil to a hydrocarbon fuel.  This upgraded biofuel can be blended with gasoline
and diesel fuels or transported to a petroleum refinery to be turned into gasoline or diesel fuel.  The production of
bio-oil will help generate new companies in rural areas in the Southeast and create new markets for pulpwood and
wood waste products.

*  Water - Water and aquatics research is vital as other southern states are struggling with water quantity issues.
Mississippi is fortunate to have plentiful supplies of pure water available in the state.  A center of excellence in water
will build on the current research and outreach in this area and provide for a proactive approach to water quantity and
quality issues related to aquatic resources and economic development.  

*  Human-Wildlife Conflicts -Human-wildlife issues in Mississippi are abundant.  For example, cormorants destroy
aquaculture productivity, feral hogs damage agricultural crops, and deer-vehicle collisions are a liability.  With the
recent rise in avian bird flu and other livestock/wildlife related illnesses, the area of human-wildlife conflicts provides
an important research and outreach component to improve the welfare of Mississippians as well as citizens in the
eastern region of the U.S.  

*  Increase funding for operational needs 

The FWRC operates 19 buildings at three complexes with a combined square footage of more than 209,500 sq. ft.  The
FWRC receives very little assistance in maintaining these buildings for research.  With increased utility costs and the
aging of these facilities, increased funding for operations, maintenance and utilities is needed.  Additionally, since the
Franklin Furniture Center has been added, no increase has been received for built-ins.  Funding to replace aged
equipment is also necessary for a competitive program.  Increased costs and maintaining aging equipment have been
difficult in light of flat budgets.

Program Description:  

Mississippi is blessed with abundant natural resources.  These resources include over 19.6 million acres of forest
land; 14,000 miles of streams, rivers and creeks; and abundant wildlife and fish populations.  These natural resources
provide opportunities for the state's citizens in recreation and jobs, and create over $18 billion in economic impact to
the state.  Recognizing that the economy of Mississippi depends in large measure upon the development and wise use
of natural resources in the state, the Mississippi Legislature established the Forest and Wildlife Research Center
(FWRC) in 1994.   Since its establishment, scientists in the FWRC have worked towards the goal of creating a
sustainable natural resource environment in Mississippi.  The FWRC provides the only program of research in
Mississippi focused on managing and utilizing the forest, wildlife, fisheries, and water resources while protecting and
enhancing the natural environment associated with these resources.  The mission of the FWRC is to foster
sustainability, conservation, and utilization of our forest products, forestry, wildlife, fisheries and water resources
through the land grant mission of teaching, research, and extension for the state and region.  The FWRC supports
research that encourages the growth and development of the forest products manufacturing industries, including
furniture.  The FWRC disseminates results of its research programs to the public and to individuals and organizations
responsible for sustaining the state's natural resources. 

Program Objective:  

Now, more than ever, Americans are conscious of the need to sustain the environment.  Rising fuel, energy, and food
costs; the uncertainty of global warming; and rising population growth and urban sprawl has brought the need for
environment sustainability to the forefront in the minds of many.  The state of Mississippi is poised to offer solutions
to the environmental issues facing the state and nation through research in the Forest and Wildlife Research Center
(FWRC).  

To combat dependency on foreign oil and thus alleviate the financial burden for so many, scientists in the FWRC are
studying the use of forest residues to create bio-oil.  While early research for alternative fuels focused on corn and
other agricultural crops as the raw material used to generate ethanol; diversion of food crops into ethanol production
has led to soaring food prices.  Woody materials from forests offer a promising alternative.  Scientists in the FWRC
are pioneers in the use of woody materials to create bio-oil and have discovered a method to hydro-treat bio-oil to a
hydrocarbon fuel.  This upgraded biofuel can be blended with gasoline and diesel fuels or transported to a petroleum
refinery to be turned into gasoline or diesel fuel.  Researchers are powering a diesel generator and mowing grass with
a riding mower fueled by a 5% blend of upgraded bio-oil and diesel or gasoline.  The next step is to build a prototype
of a portable pyrolysis reactor, which can be taken to the biomass resource to produce bio-oil on site.  This high-value
product can then be transported to a central upgrading facility to be transformed into crude.  The production of
bio-oil will help generate new companies in rural areas in the Southeast and create new markets for pulpwood and
wood waste products.  Furthermore, Mississippi is positioned to be a leader in the development of biofuel with
abundant natural resources.  

Recent research in the FWRC has found that there is over 3.5 million dry tons of logging residues and un-harvested
first thinning-sized materials available each year for bio-fuel raw material.  FWRC scientists have developed a
software program to determine where the resources are available in the state.  Through the use of satellite imagery
and ground analysis, the software allows forest products and potential bio-fuel companies to determine the exact
economically-feasible location to place a plant or mill with the closest access to the raw materials and workers.   And
once the best place to build a facility is determined, Mississippi has the resources to supply that plant.  Current
analysis has shown that there are enough raw materials to operate eight 100 megawatt power plants for energy or five
52-million gallon cellulosic ethanol plants for fuel.  Unlike the use of agricultural crops for ethanol production, these
materials currently have no alternative use and thus, utilizing them as bio-fuels would have few, if any, adverse
impacts on the supply of raw materials.  Furthermore, as these materials are available from acres already in timber

production, no additional land will need be converted to timber production to achieve these levels of output.
Production of fuels and energy would not only alleviate the costs for Mississippians but will also provide additional
income to the 125,000 forest landowners in the state.  

While biofuel will provide a new avenue for Mississippi forest landowners, carbon sequestration will also provided
needed income. Carbon sequestration provides long-term storage of carbon dioxide.  Planting new trees, improving
forest management, and promoting long-life wood products can provide immediate reduction of carbon dioxide
emissions.  With the new legislation pending on cap-and-trade policies, forest landowners and agricultural producers
are positioned to reap benefits from planting trees.  One estimate puts the potential revenue at over $100 billion
annually.  Research also has shown that managing stands for timber production and carbon sequestration can
increase overall returns.  

Not only is the FWRC working to help forest landowners but also agricultural producers.  Scientists have been
looking at the effects of conservation buffers in agricultural settings to improve habitat for butterflies, quail,
songbirds, and invertebrates.  Butterflies are pollinators which are beneficial to agricultural production.  The research
found that conservation buffers will not only increase income for agricultural producers but also improve habitat for
butterflies and other wildlife species.  Buffers also reduce erosion and pesticide drift.  Another research study is
helping catfish producers with cormorants, estimated to cost producers more than $10 million each year in consumed
fingerlings.  

And to increase the value of homes throughout the state and provide additional income to landowners, scientists in
the FWRC are recognized leaders in the education and research on natural resource enterprises.  Through workshops
and demonstrations, landowners learn how to turn their lands into enterprises for recreational uses. These
recreational uses not only help Mississippi families achieve financial stability, they also increase property values. A
recent study by FWRC scientists found that recreational uses increased land prices by an average of $333 per acre of
36 percent of the property value.   Scientists are also working on solving the formidable Formosan termite problem
which has been found in 25 of Mississippi's 82 counties.  

Through these problems and many more, the Forest and Wildlife Research Center is working to solve the economic
and environmental needs of the state and region by providing sound science to address natural resource issues.  The
Forest and Wildlife Research Center is committed to helping Mississippi meet the challenge.  Scientists will continue
to provide research on natural resource management and utilization practices.  Scientists in the FWRC will continue
to study the impact of new technology on the long-term viability of forests, wildlife, fisheries, and water resources
and the interrelationship between those aspects of environmental quality associated with the state's forest and water
resources.  Through science-based research, the FWRC will sustain, conserve, and utilize the state's forest products,
forest, wildlife, fisheries and water resources for the social and economic betterment of all Mississippians.  FWRC
will continue to be relevant and proactive in developing new technologies to advance the economic wealth,
environmental sustainability, and improved quality of life associated with natural resources of the state.   Finally,
FWRC scientists will continue to be good stewards of the funding, opportunities and responsibilities given by the
state.  

FWRC Research Impacts Affects All Mississippians
* Forest Landowners - FWRC researchers have discovered a method to hydro-treat bio-oil to a hydrocarbon fuel.
The prospects for Mississippi industries and landowners are more promising than anytime in the recent past with the
development of bio-fuels.  Scientists are also examining the use of carbon sequestration as a market for forest
landowners.  Trees provide long-term storage of carbon dioxide.  Planting new trees, improving forest management,
and promoting long-life wood products can provide immediate reduction of carbon dioxide emissions.  With the new
legislation pending on cap-and-trade policies, forest landowners and agricultural producers are positioned to reap
benefits from planting trees.  One estimate puts the potential revenue at over $100 billion annually.  Research also
has shown that managing stands for timber production and carbon sequestration can increase overall returns.

* Agricultural Producers-Cormorants costs Mississippi catfish growers an estimated $10 million each year in
consumed fingerlings and other young fish.  To resolve this conflict, scientists in the FWRC have been tracking the
crow of the sea at their breeding ground in Canada.  By tracking the birds, scientists can better understand the
species' seasonal migration patterns and develop strategies that will keep their populations under control.  Scientists
in the FWRC have also studied the use of field borders in agricultural production to restore habitat lost.  The creation
and maintenance of herbaceous natural plant communities produces numerous environmental benefits including
water filtration and soil conservation.  FWRC researchers have found that strategic enrollment of low-yielding
portions of croplands in select conservation buffer practices can increase whole-field profitability for producers.  Now
farmers can farm and help preserve wildlife habitat without losing money or acreage.  These conservation practices
provide important winter habitat for migratory grassland sparrows and breeding habitat for numerous grassland bird
species and butterflies.   

* Homeowners - FWRC scientists are building a house for the southern climate and in the process, transferring
valuable knowledge to contractors and home-owners.  The research/demonstration house will be an on-going and
developing project to help scientists determine what works and doesn't work in the region.  The house will also
illustrate that durability; energy efficiency and achieving good air quality do not require dramatic changes to lifestyle,
spatial needs, or the looks of the dwelling.  Scientists are also working stopping the formidable Formosan termite
which has been found in 25 of the state's 82 counties.  The Formosan can consume one to two pounds of wood per
day.  Scientists are not only looking at ways to protect your home but also improve its value.  A study by scientists in
the FWRC has found that properties throughout the state with outdoor recreational opportunities increase in value by
an average of $333 per acre or 36 percent of the property value. Recreational opportunities like hunting, fishing,
camping, and bird watching, brought an additional $10 million to landowners selling their properties.  These
findings indicate that properties that are managed for forestry and wildlife produced higher sales revenue.  This study
is being used to offer formal training for rural land appraisers and financial lenders in property valuation related to
potential recreational uses.  This will include the value of game species present, wildlife habitat types and quality and
other indicators that create quality outdoor recreation.

* Industry - Since 1994, FWRC scientists have been working to make furniture more durable and to give
Mississippi manufacturers a competitive edge over foreign competition.  The Franklin Furniture Institute is providing
this assistance through services such as lean manufacturing, plant layout, production scheduling, marketing and
brand building, workforce training, and international business.  Since its inception, the Institute has saved the
Mississippi furniture industry over $3 million through programs and services.   Mississippi is first in the U.S. in
manufacturing employment and national furniture employment per capita with over 24,000 employees and paying
over $673 million in payroll.   Understanding the available resources is an important step in decision support tools
for attracting and sustaining the industry.  FWRC scientists have developed software that determines the feasibility
and optimal location of a forest products mill based on geo-spatial information and a county-level forest inventory.
The software will aid economic development decisions for state planners, forest industry, and forest and wildlife
managers.  Included in the inventory software is a transportation network of the primary, secondary, and county
roads.  The user can enter mill specific input parameters and the results minimizes the costs of procuring wood to the
potential mill site and transporting finished product to market.  

* Recreationalist - Fishing is big business for Mississippians, contributing some $240 million to the Mississippi
economy.  Tourist flock to the 'Magnolia State' annually to fish the 'Arc of Slabs', the four U.S. Army Corps of
Engineers flood-control reservoirs along Interstate 55 corridor in North Mississippi.   The water impoundments are
Arkabutla, Sardis, Enid and Grenada.   Large crappie is often referred to as 'slabs' by anglers seeking this culinary
treat.  These lakes provide numerous fishing opportunities for anglers in Mississippi and surrounding states.  Some
people refer to Mississippi as a top crappie fishing destination.  Researchers in the FWRC initiated a study to assess
the economic impacts of fishing at the lakes.  The study revealed that the sales impact at Sardis Lake was $16.7

million with about 60 percent of anglers from Mississippi and 40 percent from out of state.  This type of study helps
government agencies understand who their clients are, how to serve them better, and where they can market the
fishing opportunities to attract more anglers.  

* Wildlife - Intensive commercial forestry and urban development are threatening natural habitats and have put the
gopher tortoise on the federally threatened species list for Alabama, Mississippi and southeastern Louisiana. The
gopher tortoise lives in natural longleaf pine forests of the coastal plains. Loss of well-drained burrows and sandy soil
habitats of these forests poses a serious threat to the tortoise's and more than 360 other species' survival.  Better
methods to inventory and manage gopher tortoise habitats are essential for monitoring this species and bringing
about its recovery. Scientists in the Forest and Wildlife Research Center are studying the management requirements
for longleaf pine forests to sustain tortoise populations. Scientists are using remote-sensing technologies coupled with
ground-based field surveys to understand the tortoises' location preferences. These techniques help scientists
determine what tortoises need to survive. The techniques we are using to determine gopher tortoise habitats were
developed in a similar study of red-cockaded woodpecker habitat near Fort Bragg, N.C.  The red-cockaded
woodpecker also is considered an endangered species throughout its range and prefers longleaf pine forest habitat like
the gopher tortoise.  Once complete, the study will provide managers with a set of new tools to identify and manage
areas that provide suitable habitat for the gopher tortoise, the red-cockaded woodpecker and perhaps other threatened
or endangered species.
